ORDER 

New Delhi, the 17th November, 1980 

S.O. 897(E).—^in exercise of the powoii conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government here¬ 
by makes the following Order further to amend the Household Electrical Ap¬ 
pliances (Quality Control) Order, 1976, namely ;— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Household Electrical Appliances (Qua¬ 
lity Control) Amendment Order, 1980, 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. (1) In the Household Electrical Appliances (Quality Control) Order, 
1976, for clause 11, the followine clause shall be substituted, namely;— 

‘TI. Appeal :—^Any person aggrieved by the seizure of any household 
electrical appliance under paragraph (c) of sub-clause (1) of clause 
4 may appeal to the Central Government within thiity days of the 
date on which such appliance is seized : 

Provided that the Central Government may admit any appeal after the 
expiry of the period aforesaid, if it is satisfied that the appellant was prevented 
by a sufllcient cause from not filing the appeal in time.” 

(2) On receipt of the appeal under sub^clause (1), the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, after giving appellant an opportunity of being heard pass such 
Order as It may deem fit.
